SURF-BATHING. 


THE DIFFERENCE 'TWIXT SEA- 
SHORE AND PARLOR. 
As she Stood Waiting for the Wave, and as She Look- 
edon Entering the Boat—The Contrariety of 
Female Boldness and Blushes—Bathing 
Costumes—Thoughts from the Deep.

Ocean City, Md., August 8.—Surf bathing is a 
revelation! 
I went in yesterday with a lovely and modest 
woman from the north, with whom I had buta short 
acjuaintance, although | had seen a good deal of 
her. As We stood awailing the coming of a huge 
wave, she clutched my arm, and poising herself on 
one foot bended the other jeg and pulled her stock- 
ing ever her knee—trying vainly to make it cover 
a strip of white flesh that gieamed between the top 
of her stocking and the lower edge of her bathing 
pants. She thought nothing of this—neither did 1. 
In an instant the wave was on us, and we were 1id- 
ing-the swell as happy as a pair of ducks. 
Ihatevening this lady went. sailing with the 
same party that had been bathing. with her in the 
morning. Asshe stepped over the side of the boat 
she exposed about four iuches of her pretty silk 
stockings, and her face was crimsoned with shame 
and mortification 

Now,why this difference? It was exactly the same 
leg that had been exposed to the knee all the 
morning without any thought of confusion.

one referred to. [donot hesitate, therefore, to say 
that the woman is far better than he. Of the man 
who attacks her, sick and defenseless as she is, by 
writing the article, lwould say that she is better 
than heis, even if! did not know that it is his 
habit to betray his best friends to play the role of a 
backbiter to defraud people of money, and to com- 
port himself generally as adishonest and dishon- 
orable man. And yet, [ have s.eu actors stand about 
Union square and laugh over, and in some in- 
stances laud this work Of these but one opinion 
can be held—they are as unmanlyas the woman’s 
husband and as unprincipled as her defamer. 


A company has just. heen formed here and has 
opened negotiations with M. Van Rysselberghe, a 
Belgian meteorologist who has recently made some 
importantinventions in telephony, for the rights 
of hisinventionsin thiscountry. They have ap- 
plied for some kind of international patent which 
will protect them from pirates in this country. The 
new invention enables them to utilize the tele- 
graph wires for telephonie purposes without inter- 
fering in any way with the regular telegraphic 
business and makes a telephonic cable a feasible 
possibility.

‘ This experimenter has succeeded in eliminating 
from telephonic communication through a wire 
the inductive action of a neighboring telegraph 
wire and in employing the same wire atthe same 
time for telegraphic arrd telephonic work. Thus in 
a recent experiment a message was sent from 
Brussels by the Morse telegraph to the diree 
tor of telegraph in Paris and an oral message sent by 
tele, hone was distinctly heard while the Morse re- 
ceiver wasin action. Recent telephonic connec- 
tions have been made between Venice and Milan, 
Berlin and Hamburg, Paris and Nancy, and it is 
reported an attempt will shortly be made to simi- 
larly connect Munich and Dresden, a distance cf 
about three hundred and forty miles. Bit what 
gives greater interest and importance to M. ‘Ryssel- 
berghe’s experiment is that it vanquishes the diffi- 
culty of submarine telephony. A submarine cable 
interferes with the speed of signalling. But in the 
late experiment between Brussels and Dover cou- 
versation was freely exchanged without extraor- 
dinary vocal effort through sixty miles of eableand 
nearly two hundred miles of air line.’’

In working with my electric light I have made 
some very important discoveries regarding the vari- 
ous uses that electricity isadapted to. As seon as I 
finish lighting up the first district I shall turn my 
attention to electrieity asa motive power. I have 
already applied for 29 patents in no way connected 
with the electric light. From these recent discover- 
ies and a few experiments made in my workshop, 
{f am confident that electricity is the motor 
that will eventually be adopted by 
all of the railroads. [ have already made 
many important improvements on the system of 
electricity by which trains are now being run with 
success in Europe, and see my way clear of perfect- 
ing the system. You ask what advantages it will 

possess over the present system of coal burners in 
use in this country? We: gain with electricity a 
greater rate of speed and with more safety. We do 
away with the noise, the smoke and cinders, the 
necessity of stopping for fueland water, and will 
cut down the cost toone-tenih of whatis required 
now to run a train.’’ This 1s certainly a very,im- 

portant advance in seience, I ventured to re 

mark, ‘‘This isa smallitem,”’ continued Mr. Edi- 

son, “to what will follow in the near future. On 

the same principle I can furnish a motive power to 

drive machinery that will be steadier, more regular, 

and cheaper, than even water power, and which 

will do away with steam engines altogether; but I 
am not ready to talk about this yet, Wait until the 
city is lit up with electric light, and I get that off 
my hands, and then you will hear more about eiec- 
tricity.’’

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HILL'S FIRST SPEECH. 


A REMINISCENCE OF THIRTY-FIVE 
YEARS AGO. 


The Boy Orator in Troup Coun y—His Advocacy of 
the Cause of Temperance—O!d Citizens on Mr, 
Hili’s Career—A Visit to His Oid Home— 

How the Mansion Appears. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

LoveLace, Troup Co., Ga., Aug. 12th.— 
“Yes, this is historic ground upon which 
these people have assembled,’’ said an old and 
prominent citizen of this county to me to-day 
at the annual celebration of -Pleasant Grove 
Sunday School. ‘I was present at this same 
place about thirty five years ago, and heard 
Ben Hill deliver his first public address after 
leaving college. A singirg school was being 
taught at this place at the time, and he came 
up here from Long Cane witha party of 
young ladies, and though he was called upon 
unexpectedly to himself, he delivered the fi- 
nest address I ever listened to.’’ 7 

“You knew Mr. Hill then in early life. 
Tell me something of his young days,’’ 

BEN HILL’S BOYHOOD * 

‘*Yes, I have known Mr. Hill ever since he 
first came to this county, a little boy; he 
lived at that time at Long Cane, where he at- 
‘ended his first schoo]; afterwards he attended 
school over in Heard county, and from there 
he went to the university in Athens. But 
there are men ‘:ere to-day that can give you 
the history of his young days better than | 
can; come let me introduce you to Judge 
Bigham, of LaGrange, and Mr. John Traylor 
and Dr. Pitman. They all knew him well at 
that time, and can give youall theinformation 
you want.’’ I then had a pleasant conver- 
sation with each of these gentlemen, and from 
them learned the following facts in regard to 
the great statesman who now lies at the point 
of death, and for whom not only the people 
of Troup county, his old home, but a whole 
nation mourns. Judge Bigham said: ‘‘Yes, 
I have known Ben Hill a long time, and have 
heard him deliver the finest speeches of his 
life. Hecame to this county from Jasper, | 
think, and after. graduating at Athens 
Where he had taken’ the first honor, 
he reud luw and was admitted 
to the bar in Meriwether county, and after- 
wards located im LaGrange. And I want to 
say now, that the finest orations ever delivered 
in Georgia by any one, was about that time 
delivered by Mr. Hill upon a temperance 
cause which was known as “‘sons of temper- 
ance.’’ These lectures by Mr. Hill had a won- 
derful influence which has been felt in this 
country every since, and which will be felts 
for time tocome. These speeches stamped 
him at once the coming statesman which he 
bas since proven himself to be. ‘Yes,’ said 
Dr. Pitman, “I have one or two of these 
temperance speeches printed’ in pamphlet 
form, and I keep them as mementves of the 
mast, something with which I could not 
« induced to part. I shall give 
them to my children for their counselor and 
guide in future life.”’

Essays on the Floating Matter of the Air in Rela- 
tion to Putrefaction and Infection. By John Tyn- 
dall, F. R 8. New York: D. Appleton & Co. At- 
lanta; Holman, Coflin & Cae. 

_Sinee the discoveriesand generalizations of Lis- 
ter, modern surgery has:'developed from an art into 
a science: not because of the triumph of the anti- 
septic system—not because of the application of 
the carbolic spray, but because it recognizes and 
acknowledges the fact that putrefaction is the re- 
sult of changes brought about by living germs, In 
Is3s7 Schwann established the connection between 
putrefaction and microscopic fife. and thirty years 
afterwards Lister di-covered that the germs which 
produce the putrefaction of meat might also act 
with fatal effect in the wards ot hospitals, What 
these germs are to putrefaction the germs that float 
in the air are to the diseases they originate; and in 
this direction lies the interest of Professor Tyndall's 
book. His lectures are the records of experiments, 
and while these experiments are not as important 
in their results, apparentiy, as Pasteur’s, they form 
a remarkably clear and concise contribution to the 
literature of the germ theory.

Aseach cup is poured out’ this muddler 
is stirred rapidly round, and in this way the ten- 
dency of chocolate to settle is obviated. There is 
no exaggeration in saving that the atmosphere of a 
breakfast table gives the key to the atmosphere of 
the home. It is only in America and in England 
that the lady of the house is as dainty at the morn- 
ing mal as atevery other; they alone hold papil- 
lottes and crimping pins in honor at the breakfast 
table. In France, Germany and Switzerland early 
breakfast is, in reality, no meal atall. It lacks every 
element of comfort, and,in the majority of in- 
stances, the lady of the house will enjoy her 
coffee and pretzel or roll in herown room, pausing 
for the purpose in her housewifely cares, and clad 
in the semi-deshabille in which these tasks are per- 
formed by the notable women of foreign countries. 
In Italy again, breaktast means hot rollsan ° coifee, 
and in Holland the addition of strong-flavored 
cheese or smoked herring is scarcely a redeeming 
featnre, Dainty breakfast sets are almost uti- 
known, exceptin the few families who in traveling 
have learned the beantv of such unfamiliar things 
and whose views of the possibilities of life are en

SIONS OF THE OLD LAND. 


A Prominent Atlantian Returns to Gis Maine Birth- 
place, and Notes the Changes of Sixty Years. 
‘The Green Fields, te ‘Straight Roads 
énd the Reda Schoois— l'emperauce. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
CHARLESTON, Maine, August 5.—I can but 
think your agricultural readers would like to 
hear something about agriculture in this re- 
gion, and hence this Ietter. Sixty five vears 


ago your buimbie servant was helping fell the. 


trees, digging the soil, or tramping over 
nature’s ruads, over these hills and valleys, 
more than half covered with ledges and 
boulders of rocks. But now, although the 
vast ledges and ridges of rocks continue. as 
they were, the valieys are beautiful lawns, 
covered with corn, oats, grass, or some other 
products of the soil, and the 
beautiful, smooth and straight roads 
intersecting one another like the 
streets of a city, from one-half mile to a 
mile apart, and dotted here and there with 
white dwe llings, red school houses and 
churches, give the whole country a@ most ro- 
mantic and beautiful uppearance, decorated 
#s it is at the present time with a carpet of 
ereen. 

Notwithstanding the young men continue 
to emigrate to the west and.south from New 
England in shoa!s, agriculture has advanced 
here with a steady pace from a crude state to 
great perfection at the present time. Fifty 
years ayo, and even so late as thirty years ago 
all the work was performed with the common 
plow, the harrow and the hoe. -Now the re- 
cently invented = agricultural machines 
have taken their place, and horse. and 
OX- power perforin neariy ali the work. 1 ney 
sat they hoe,they reap and they thresh by 
lorse and ox puwer; so that the labor of one 
man aceoniplishes restilts at the present time, 
equal at least to tive men fifty years ago. And 
here the reader may ask what has become of 
the boulders that half’ covered the ground. 
I reply, such as have not been hauled away 
and put inio walls for fences and foundations 
for buildings have been sunk out of sight. 
And how, = nay ask, have they been sunk. 
It is simply | vy diggiug holes. and tumbling 
them in and covering them up with the ietie. 
leaving the fields as clean and as smooth asa 
arden bed.’

“How about your grain crop?” we asked. 

The corn was 
never better, so about the wheat and oats-— 
the result is incredible.
